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Reasons for Allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Decision of The Board of Appeals dated 3/17/05 renders claims 4-8 allowable over the 
prior art of record. Claims 3 and 9-12 are rejected, and as no response has been 
received by appellant regarding the Decision, the appeal of these rejected claims has 
been terminated. It is noted that appellant alleges to have mailed an amendment in 
response to the Decision by 5/17/05 which would put the rejected claims into a form 
similar to that of the allowable claims, but this amendment has not been received. 
Appellant may file a petition with necessary evidence of proof of submission in attempt 
to have this amendment considered. 

Independent claim 4 brings out the additional feature of accessing the web site 
using an already executing web browser. Independent claim 5 brings out the additional 
feature of launching a web browser application... if said web browser is not currently 
executing. Independent claim 6 brings out the additional feature of receiving a desktop 
icon . . . from a second computer system.
